1. In December 1953 the Anglo- Albanian Association, a cultural and welfare organ- 
ization was set up under the chairmanship of ESE3I3KP. The latter is the sen 
of Lads? IiEilHaKf-C/UiM ARVOS, long a benefactress of Albania, founder of an im- 
portant lib rary at Tirana, and the patroness of nuiaerous welfare undertakings 
on behalf of Albania. The name HiaSBiST-C AltfiftWCi: is well known and extr&aeiy 
popular in .Albania. 



2* During the month of January 1954 Anton WGQM21, an Albanian language speaker 
on BBC and one of the outstanding and esteemed intellectuals of the Tendon 
Albanian colony, visited home. He reportedly came here to establish the 
basis for inclusion of local Agrarian Ball! Korabetar members in the mm 
London group. LQGQRECI left Rome without having seen any Albanians outside 
the circle of Ball! Korabetar extremists. On his return trip he is said to 
have stopped off at fortoflno where Lady CARHARVCU owns a castle. 



3. Abas ERaJEWJI is in Paris where, it Is ©aid, ho is studying the possibilities 
of publishing a new Albanian language newspaper . 



4. la hone Albanian refugee circles it is strongly rumored that Lady CARKAKVOK 
will travel to the United btates in the near future. Thar© she will mek to 
gather private funds to finance the Association headed by her son. 



5. These movements and reports indicate the existence of a definite campaign of 
opposition to the recently reconstituted W CFA. This entire ariti-Comraittee 
activity is based on the Intransgenfc Agrarian Ball! leader© who will undoubtedly 
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. receive British subsidy in the guise of welfare ps:ymnis. bait KRYEZUJ 
and Mhherresa BAJRAKTARI are both predicting NCFA’s early denies, or at 

least, its complete paralysis. 

6. Agrarian Belli • a. financial reserve, built up during the years when the 
Party .received $1200 per month for welfare and propaganda purposes (as 
Hasan DOST I avers in hia "White Paper") has recently been transferee! to 
France frora the Italian bank in which it was previously deposited. 

7* Repercussions of those British activities have boon considerable in Albanian 
refugee circles* borne feel that American lack of experience in this field 
will lead to complete success of the British plans which are generally re- 
garded as harmful to the Albanian national cause, others socretaly support 
this move, convinced that the British will eventually control the situation 
in Albania and will suitably reward their faithful followers. 

8. The unusual calmness of Balli extremist e is symptomatic, to say the least, 
and leads to the belief that they will not be without support in their 
expected future movements to further divide the Albanian emigration. 
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
